Open AVindow Schools. 


If school systems would abolish 


their truancy officers and spend the 
money on open window schools they 
would-come out ahead. 
It looks like it would turn put that 


way in Washington, and if it is true 
there it is probably true elsewhere. 
Last school year Dr. Louise Jones 
tried to find out why children stayed 
away from school. 
She and about 
thirty teachers watched the attend- 
ance record of 445 children for -180 
school days. These children were m 
the third 
grade in fifteen public 


.schools. 
One of the institutions was 


an open window school. The total 
number of school days was 80,100. 
The total days absent of the 44o pu- 
pils was 4,980. This averaged 11 days 
per pupil, or nearly 5 per cent, of the 
total .possible school days. 
. This, In spite of the Saturdays, Sun- 
days, and other .holidays and the com- 
paratively short school day. Jewish 
children in Russia before _ttie world 
war went -to school at daylight and 
stayed until after dark, and holidays 
came few and far between.
